retained in the garden. The material 
or which the bouse Is to be built will 
also Influence the design, and this will 
bo governed in great meaaiue by the 
building material that Is most esslly 
obtained in the neighborhood. 

He who builds in the country Is not 
restrained by the convention whieh 
rules in the towns as to placing tba 
best rooms in tbe iroat or tha house. 
If the house races tbe north be will 
probably place the principal living 
rooms at the back, so they may gat 
as much sunshine as pDtfslbte. Theru

night, cannot be oterestimated. 

Opening to tbe right rrom the cen- 
tral hall Is the dining room. Wlde- 
casee openings connect both living 
room and dining room with the cen- 
tr.il hall, giyiiig un effect of spacious- 
ness unusual in a hou.-e of this si^e.

First Medal of Honor Awarded to 
Julhw acett, Fifteen Veaf« OM, 
ef VermonL 

The first soldier to win the coveted 
mednl of honor \mih Julian Soott, a 
flfteen-year-old (lruiiiiii(>r boy In the 
Third Voriiiont Infantry In lkC2 Tho 
uri wtiU'U galnt.'d hlni tho luediil was 
perfornifd ueverul monthH before iho 
congreas^oDal act InstituUnK tbe re- 
ward was passed. 

Tbe medal of honor Is the highest 
decoration for pe'reouU valor awarded 
tu the aoldlera and aaUon of the Unit 
ed autes. It ia to Amerlonas whet the 
victoria Cross Is to the BnsUeh or the 
Iron Crosa to the Qarmana. 

The act of congress ordering S.OOO 
of these medals to be prepared was ap- 
I rove,! by President I.lin oln July 12. 
\y-C,2. ui}(l the first nu'iial wa-s IhsiuhI 
the roUdwliiK year It vsa.H a flvi' point 
cd star of nun nit-tal, tipped wltb tre- 
foil, each point coutatoina • victor's 
rrowc of oak and laureL 

On offlclal occaalona, eays Uocie 
Sam'a Magaslne, It was worn suapend- 
ed around the heck and under the cen- 
ter line of the chin by order of the 
president A bowknot of ribbon la 
worn In the htpel of the eoat In the ab- 
wnce of the medal. 

In 18C8 the Grand Army of tbe Re- 
|)ubllf oi>;anl/4itlon adoptiKl a deslRn 
80 similar that it waH ntlsLuadlnR and 
Hteps were taken by the Medal of 
Honor IxKion to have a new deulgn 
issued to replace the old one. Coo- 
greas in 1904 adopted tbe new medal. 
It Is of silver. heavUy electroplated in 
gold. 

The five-pointed etar has been re- 
tained and In its center appears the 

bead of tbe heroic Minerva, tbe high 
eat symbol of wisdom and righteous 
war. 

It was on tho morntoK of April If. 
that the afterward famous Vermont 
brlKade Third. Fourth. Filth and Sixth 
regiments- was ordered to advnnre 
and to attack a strong fortlHcatlon 
maaked in a forest near Lee's Mills, 
or Burnt Chimneys, on the right bank 
of Warwick river. When the command

In midstream he stopped to rescue a 
wounded comriulo who was shot 
tlirouKh the neik while swimming be- 
side him Scott pulled him to shore 
and l*ld bUn on the bank out of dan- 
ger aad ageln end again returned to 
the streast. reeeulns wounded aad 
haosted men until he had draws }t 
at hie eomrades to safety. 

Even then, faint firom the long etrog- 
gle and anSerlng intensely from a bad 
wound in bia bead, be went back once 
more to have a twelfth man, also 
wounded, from being carried down 
wltb the flood. The man died as 8cott j 
laid him on tbe bank. It was by such j 
aertlce that tbe tlmt medai uf huuor 
was won. Julian Scott Uved not only 
through the war, but for many years 
after It, and Is burled now In a Plain 
flsM, N. J . c«metery 
P " ' ' '

OB the way to Tarkand in the Chinese portion of 
Turkestan : in other words, In the heart of almost 
unexplored and nnknown ARia Ilokhnra was the 
first point of touch with tho outside world, and 
SpauldliiK had come there to ral8«> money and 
-organize an expedition. Thin he had little trou- 
ble in doing, for all that part of the world has 
been dreaidlng for centuries of the recovery of 
the treasures of t^ie Khans. He was last heard 
from three years aijth^nd it is now believed that 
be and the men withVni died somewhera in the 
wUda of the Dapsang. 

The unadorned tale of the adventure of the 
two hill-men reads like a chapter from the "Arah-

In the moontelns and turned Into n trail hewn 
In th»> rocl' wl(1«> enough for hut two nun to pass 
abreast and, traveling for Fonie time along the 
defile, they came to a i;rpat cave with a number 
of huge Images in a row before tho door. 

The entrance was a square, open portal, and

|st, of the mountalnH that hoar Its name, and 
t was *.t'e weaftbiest of all the cities of eCn- 
^■la. Marco Polo visited It on his famous 
;tay about 1292 A. O. and on hla return to 
desriibed It IB detail to bin chfonlclor 
/M, Rustlrano. 
{ht hundred yesrs ago it was the capital of 
Tartar Ftepire and literally reeked with 
th, all ntabllshed under the financial genius 
at (<tran»je, half-mythical character. Presbyter

e city fell before tbo aaaaulta oC the wlM 
^lops of thi) smbltions and ruthless Umcan or 
-khan. Previous 16 the attack all the treasure 
could bi- assembled was put under the great 
ay in <be center of the city and when the 
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defenders were driven away they took the secret 
of the hiding-place with them and later were cith- 
or made alatea or killed. Umcan collected much 
treasure and removed it to Clandu, but be did 
not get the great hidden store of wealth, though 
he laid the city in ruins and filled a whirie tower 
with prisoners, whom he roasted alive in ven- 
gennct'. Today no man seems competent to say 
where those ruins He and no one haH gone over 
the old recordu to trace out th<t Kcoffraphlcal 
points that are known and fixed In relation to tho 
unknown site of th« lost city whose treasure 
would run Into the hundreds of millions. It Is 
thought to be in Turkestan. 

Equally uncertain is tbo spot where He the 
ruins of the splendid summer capital of Clandu. 
Marco Polo even fumlabed a more or less accu- 
rate map of the city proper. It was In Cathay 
and built In the bend of a great river with miles 
of defenses on the banks and extending toward 
the mountains behind it. in many ways Its de- 
scription corresponds to the modern town of 
Khotan In <-Batern Turkestan on the Khcfan rivor, 
yot other indications point to heh In KnHhnilr on 
tho Indus river, and It may mean Kunduz on the 
great Amu Darla river, a stream as long as tho 
Ohio hut In so remote a part of the world that It 
Ih rarely oven heard of. 

(Iiiii:hl.s Khan, which means chief of all chiefs, 
wa3 l eniudjin, a Mongol and chieftain of the Ool- 
den Hordes. His domain in 1203 comprised all of 
China, Turkestan, Persia and Kaptchak or south- 
ern Russia, and it w,aa about this time that he' 
eaublishad his aununar captial at Ciandu. Here 
It was that he Instituted the peculiar system of 
flat money which made gold-pieces playthings for 
the children of the poor Round pieces of the 
Inner bark of the mulberry tree were Rtnmped 
with the royal mark and ro passed current ns 
money. Within the Iwum's of the c(iuntr>- all 
trading was done with these pieces of bark, back- 
ed by the force of imporlal arms Irstead of by a 
treasury reserve. 

Merchants came In caravans from all western 
Asia, bringing gold. Jewels and merchandise of all 
sorts, and all these they exchanged for mulborry- 
bark flat money and with It bought freight for 
tbolr caravans. The result was that finally all 
the gold and Jewels of all Tartary drifted in thin 
but steady streama to Clandu and stagnated there, 
decreasing in value tUI they were useless. They 
were stored In vaults and burled In great caches 
In tens of million dollars' worth. When the em- 
pire fell the flat money became useleRs The pos- 
sessors of the gold were bolnK KIau^'htered and 
driven off as slavep, leaving the iren.^ure behind 
them In quantitieg too great for the mind to com- 
prehend. Whore Is it now* In what dust-drifted 
valley? What student of oriental literature and 
European accounts will trace out the location of 
ClandB and recover the vast hidden fortuneaf 

Some one will doubtless uncover a very large 
treasure In the natural course of events In or 
about the atrange gigantic oaatle of Marid at El 
Jowf, Arabia. Every new advance made by th* 
antiquarians and the Biblical scholars makes It 
a Ilttl<« more clear and certain that here lies a 
hoard that Is one of the richest In tlie world 

In a lartre oasis supporting the largest popula 
tlon of Northern Arabia. El Jowf Is a i.ncullarly 
iBolated spot, best reached bj^ riding from the 
Me<ca pilgrimage railway or by caravan from 
Ithera. The castle stands to the north, a monster 
pile of ruined sandstone, now utterly deserted 
and feared and shunned by the Jofecs of the re- 
gion. Tbey aay strange sights and sounds are to 
be seen and beard there at night, and that once 
a year, before the Feast of Ramatan, all the 
blood that has been spilt about It ooj-ea up from 
the ground, making n great red pool around the 
fortiiss and drli)plng from the walls till daylight. 

The early Arabian chieftains were grest looters, 
hunters and blders of treasure, end th» traditions 
are that El Hadp, one of the builders <,< the cas- 
tle, during a life that extended over m'^ro than 
one hundred years. Hjient his entire time not 
only in robbing all the rich caravans within Strik- 
ing distance of El Jowf and in warring on bis 
neighbors but in tracing out tbo tradlUeni of aJt 
th* trib«a. And bi this work, guided by droama 
and vlalona, bo roeerorod vast quantltloB of traaa-

In ISftfi or 1807, discovered 
nineteen (ireek tuMcripl lonw built into the outer 
face of the Acropolis at Athens, In that corner 
whare there are evidences of Turkish or Roman 
repairs. These Inscriptions havo been translated, 
after a groat deal of study of the older languages, 
and tbey tell of the stowing away of msny gold 
and silver vessels and in many cases give the 
location and the date of the burial of them. 
There are the trovea of Nineveh, Babylon, Tyre 
and Sldon; the gold of Ophlr, of Solomon and of 
the eastern emperors. In eleven cases the dates 
of caches, location and the value are given, and 
there Is inscribed n note of a treasure which la 
interred with a vase dedicated to Athena, near 
the i:rectheum Twenty y^nrs before the finding 
of tliit; t;il)let )iy Carroll Neido Prown the vase 
referred to was found, but th - treasure was not. 
It Is expected that great dixr iv< ries will be made 
at Hessaelek and Elalea by following out the dl- 
ractlona of the ancient Greeks. 

It has been said that the life of the Dutch roI-

There are a number of considera- 
tions for tb* farmers to keep In mind 
In breeding bors«s for th* draft horse 
trade. Among these are that sl^e. 
weight, condition and character each 
bear an important inluence in de- 
termining the i>;-Ices i>:Ud on the mar- 
kets and thereuire tli;U thU Infliienci' 
a reflei teii ui>i'Ii I he pri'N'S whicli 
they roiiclvo from Ih* country hlii|i 
pers and biiyorfi, snys the WiscouBtn 
Agriculturist. Nothing that lulluences 
theJarKo central markets for the prod- 
ucts of the farm falls to affect the 
sale of a single artlcl* dlraetly on tbo 
farm. 

Probably tbo one thing which the 
gonoral run i»f horses that reach the 
uarkata lack more often than any 
other Is size and Im l^lentally there- 
fore weight. It Is stated from good 
authority that the;*' are more good 
horses marketed la the Union Stock 
Yards at Chicago than aiiy other 
place in the United States, and yet 
of the 100,000 horses marketed there 
not more than 26,000 would weigh 
over 1,660 pounds, and not mora than 
6.000 were what would bo termed A-1 
horses. First class draft horses for 
the city trade should not weigh less 
than 1,600 pounds when In working 
condition, and If thev weigh i.TuU 
pounds they will satisfy all better. 
To carry such weiBhts horscS should 
Stand about 16 hands blaix or over 
and should bav* conformations in 
proportion. 

The condition of a horse Is all im- 
portant, both aa to soundness and 
thrift. Horses that have poor feet, 
bad hocks, weak wind, or poor shoul- 
ders are sticklers on the market. They 
uell very ulowly .iii<i iii " ei-y low 
priced. So iii.s(j do hoi L.-s ituii arc in 
i P'Jor condliiou of ihri.;. Kat ulwajs 
Ijelpe to sell bor;-:cs qub kiy and at 
good pri.-es, !or It nickes them louk 
good and the horoo.^, moreovi r, do not 
need to be condltlouod boioro i.'icy 
can be put to work. A horao which 
looks thin wlau it It-aves tho farm Is 
liable to look considerably thinner 
after it has baen shipped and arrives 
ftt the salea stablea. Fat horses ship 
far batter than thin, tbrifUeas ones. 
Then, too, the suspicion of being a 
poor doer on tho best of care is liable 
to Rttnch Itself to th„' thin horao iu 
the mind of the bu^er, whereas when 
be looks upcn a well condliionecl 
borbo no such suspicion occurs to hlui. 

Character Is a valuable asset to 
any horse that Is placed on the mar- 
ket, and like size and weight is gen- 
erally lacking In the usual stock of 
horses to be selected from In the 
country. A horse ?hat Hhjws lutein- 
gonce, good breediui; aii l those qual- 
ities that come thr..)i;n'i careful 
handling and good tralnuis will out- 
sell tho conitnon. plain looking horses 
by a considerable margin; sUo, 
weight and condition being otherwise 
aUke. 

The man on the fhrm engaging la 
horao production from tb* vl*wpoint 
of dollars and centa and anxious to 
make his acres earn the highest net 
returns should breed his mares to the 
best sires that are avallalilc combin- 
ing Blse, weight. 80undiu;-8 atid char- 
acter, and should breed to ilwm con- 
sistently. They should emlcavor also 
as soon as possible, either by (tur- 
chase or by breeding up, to possess 
themselves of big drafty niareB com- 
bining those qualities. The only re- 
gretUble thins about the sale of the 
dai^ple gray marea on the January 
11. 1912 Chicago horse market for 
$1,000, is that tho mares were not 
purchased by some good farmer to be 
/ised for breeding and farm work p ir- 
poses Instead of by a ChlcaRo tcaminn 
firm to draw a big w.iguii.

The econotny of tho heavy mar* on 
the farm, both from the- H'.iiidpoint of 
doirii farm work and producing tolt« 
coiii|iarod with light and medium 
Height niarcjt is nicely aiimnieil up as 
lollowM by Secretary Dinsniore of the 
I'orclKron Society of America: "The 
cost of maintenance under farm con- 
ditions la about the same, tho heavier 
mares are more elBcient in the work 
of the farm, the colts are ready for 
work a year younger, and it carried 
to tho same age, will bring about 
twice as much as the colts from the 
light welpht mares and about ono- 
thlrd or one ci iarter more than the 
colts from the moillum weight mares." 

This summary was drawn up after 
Bouie careful thinking, upon the ques- 
tion bcdng put to the secretary by an 
extensive land owner looking forward 
to tho purchase and breeding of 
horsea, "What kind of mares should 
I use?

In conjunction 
with oar com. or shock com If possl- 
hlo, wlU bring hogs np to large 
weights la a sarprislngly short time. 

I h^*va that most up-to-date stock 
raisers will agree that with such kinds 
of grain as wheat, rye and barley, 
grinding and mixing with other feeds 
Is absolutely esfientlal. For example, 
no one would think of feeding wh«nt 
to hogs without first thoroughly soak- 
ing It or running It tbrougb a la*d 
mlU. It auy not be necessary to grind 
It vary fla*. but it should at laaat be 
cmabed pretty completely, or groand 
Oaa «aoHf b ao that th* bard, oomfaol 



portions of the grain will not go 
through the animal, undigested. This 
is true for old as well as young ani- 
mals. 

Another point upon wblch most peo- 
ple will agree la that for tbo young 
growing stock, aapoeially anlmali 
which do aot bav* a full s*t of t«eth, 
grinding Is necessary. It not only en- 
ables young animals to get more ol 
their feed, but tbey «at greater quan- 
tities and grow much more rapidly. 
On ungrouiid feed of the ty|>e noted, 
a young animal would do very llttlt 
good; but if wlieut, barley, rye, etc., 
be ground and nUxed with a little com, 
thay will tbrlvo.

the Dominion Department of Mines. 
The estimates glveu are only based on 
what la known. In the western and 
northern regions, which have been 

Ilttlo oxploird, thoro may be vast do- 
pot.its of which nothing whatever ia 
Known at prtHcju. Tlio ofllclaU of tho 
department estltnato that of bitu- 
minous coal there is in Canada 73 >^ 
billion tons; of anthracite 461 mil- 
lion tons; sub-bltuminoiia and lignite 
over 100 billion tons. Tha Quantity 
of coal now snnuAlly mined In Canada 
is about 12 million tons. With an es- 
timated quantity of unmixed good cool, 
of 74 billion tons, it would require 
6,16C years to exhaust the supply, it 
the Inferior Rrmirs were included, sup- 
ply would luH for 1 1 675 yoara. Ot 
course tlie coal deninnils of Cr.nada 
%ill keep on increasing, but it will bo 
a good many years before the ciuantity 
of Canadian coal mined will equal 
present output ot tha United States 
mines. Their annual output Is about 
600,000,000 tons. At that rate It 
would take only 145 years to exhaust 
the estimated Canadian supply of 
good co:.l, and about .TuO years to got 
to tli« t'licl of tho total supply.
